AN  ACT 

Providing  for  the  sale  of  any  personal  property  belonging  to  the 
Commonwealth  which  is  or  shall  hereafter  become  unservice- 
able; repealing  section  ten  of  the  act  of  March  twenty-sixth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  entitled  ‘‘An  act 
relative  to  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings;  defining  the 
powers  of  the  Commissioners;  authorizing  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  section 
twelve,  article  three,  of  the  Constitution,  relative  to  contracts 
for  stationery,  supplies,  fuel,  furniture,  furnishings,  distri- 
bution of  documents,  repairs,  alterations,  or  improvements, 
and  other  matters  needed  by  the  Legislature,  the  several 
departments,  boards,  and  commissions  of  the  State  Govern- 
ment, and  Executive  Mansion;  authorizing  the  appointment 
of  a superintendent,  and  defining  his  powers,  authority  and 
duties,  and  providing  for  the  appointment  of  subordinate 
officers  required  by  this  act,  and  fixing  the  compensation  of 
the  same;”  relating  to  the  sale  of  furnishings  of  the  several 
departments,  the  Senate  Chambers,  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, boards  and  commissions  of  the  State*  Government. 


Section  1.  P>e  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  whenever  any 
furnishings  or  other  personal  property  of  this  Com- 
monwealth shall  be  no  longer  of  service  to  the  Com- 
monwealth, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  department, 
board,  commission,  or  officer  in  whose  possession  such 
property  shall  be  or  come,  to  put  such  property  in 
the  custody  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  to 
receive  any  such  personal  property,  offered  to  it  pur- 
suant to  the  first  section  of  this  act  of  Assembly;  and 
the  said  Superintendent  of  Public  Grounds  and  Build- 
ings shall  give  a proper  receipt  therefor,  and  he  shall 
make  a complete  record  of  all  such  property.  As  soon 
as  convenient  after  said  property  comes  into  the  cus- 
tody of  said  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings,  the  said  Superintendent  shall 
sell  the  same,  either  where  the  property  may  be  lo- 
cated or  at  a suitable  place  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg, 
at  such  times  and  under  such  regulations  as  said 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Grounds  and 
Buildings  may  determine.  In  the  case  of  any  personal 
property  not  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  the  said  Board 
of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  may  determine  that 
it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  to  sell  the 
same  at  the  place  where  the  said  property  is  located, 
either  at  public  auction  or  after  receiving  sealed  pro- 
posals to  purchase  the  same,  instead  of  sending  said 
property  to  the  said  city  of  Harrisburg.  Advertise- 
ments of  the  time,  place,  and  conditions  of  any  such 
sale,  except  in  the  case  of  pershable  property,  shall 
be  made  in  not  exceeding  five  newspapers  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, as  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
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Section  10,  act  of

cited  for  repeal. 
Repeal. 


Grounds  and  Buildings  shall  determine,  once  a week 
for  a period  of  three  weeks:  Provided,  however,  That 
in  the  case  of  any  perishable  property  in  the  posses- 
sion of  any  department,  board,  commission,  or  officer 
of  the  Commonwealth,  which  is  not  in  the  city  of 
Harrisburg,  and  which  is  no  longer  of  use  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  business  of  such  department,  board,  com- 
mission. or  officer,  such  property  may  be  sold  as  the 
head  of  such  department,  or  such  board  or  commis- 
sion, shall  determine.  Said  Superintendent  shall  make 
a complete  itemized  statement  showing  the  sales  of 
all  property,  the  amount  received  for  each  article  and 
class  of  articles  sold,  and  the  total  amount  received, 
which  statement  shall  be  kept  on  tile  with  the  Board 
of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings. 

Section  3.  The  Superintendent  of  State  Police  shall 
have  authority  to  sell  any  horses,  uniforms,  and  bar- 
rack supplies  which  have  not  been  furnished  to  him 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Grounds  and  Build- 
ings, and  which  are  of  no  further  service  to  said  State 
Police,  either  at  auction  or  after  receiving  sealed  pro- 
posals to  purchase  the  same,  and  after  giving  the  no- 
tice as  provided  in  section  two  hereof,  without  plac- 
ing the  same  in  the  custody  of  (he  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings. 

Section  4.  All  monies  received  from  the  sale  of  any 
such  personal  property  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Section  5.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  apply 
to  the  sale  of  military  stores,  uniforms,  and  equipment 
by  the  Ad  jutant  General,  with  the  consent  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  of  the  National  Guard. 

Section  6.  Section  ten  of  the  act  of  March  twenty- 
sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  en- 
titled “An  act  relative  to  the  public  grounds  and  build- 
ings; defining  the  powers  of  the  Commissioner;  au- 
thorizing the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  section  twelve,  article  three,  of 
the  Constitution,  relative  to  contracts  for  station- 
ery. supplies,  fuel,  furniture,  furnishings,  distribution 
of  documents,  repairs,  alterations  or  improvements, 
and  other  matters  needed  by  the  Legislature,  the  sev- 
eral departments,  boards  and  commissions  of  the  State 
Government,  and  Executive  Mansion;  authorizing  the 
appointment  of  a Superintendent,  and  defining  his 
powers,  authority  and  duties;  and  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  subordinate  officers  required  bv  this 
act,  and  fixing  the  compensation  of  the  same,”  and 
all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith, 
are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 


To  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a Superintendent  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings  and  subordinate  officers;  defining 
their  powers  and  duties,  and  fixing  their  compensation;  and 
abolishing  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Grounds 
and  Buildings  created  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
General  Assembly,  approved  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  March, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five. 
Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  Ike.,  That  the  Governor  he 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  appoint  a Superintendent 
of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings;  which  office  shall 
replace  the  office  now  known  as  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  created  under  the  act 
of  March  twenty-eighth,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  which  office  is  hereby 
abolished.  The  said  Superintendent  of  Public  Grounds 
and  Buildings  shall  he  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by 
and  with  the  advise  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  upon 
the  day  this  act  shall  go  into  effect;  and  he  shall  he 
commissioned  by  the  Governor  to  serve  for  a term  of 
four  years  from  the  date  of  his  appointment,  and  until 
his  successor  is  duly  qualified,  and  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

Section  2.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Grounds 
and.  Buildings',  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  shall  take  and  subscribe,  before  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  to  the  oath  of  office  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution,  and  the  same  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth.  The 
said  Superintendent  shall  give  bond  in  the  penal  sum 
of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  with  surety  to  be 
approved  by  the  Governor,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Section  3.  The  said  Superintendent  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings  shall  exercise  all  the  powers 
and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  as  provided  for  in  the 
act  of  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  approved  the  twenty-eighth  day  of 
March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-five;  and,  in  addition  thereto,  shall  appoint,, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  the  following 
subordinates  and  employes,  and  the  said  Superintend- 
ent shall  he  held  responsible  to  the  Governor  for  the 
faithful  performances  of  their  duties: —

In  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings, — an  assistant  superintendent, 
who  shall  he  an  experienced  and  competent  book- 
keeper, at  a salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per 
annum:  a schedule  clerk,  at  a salary  of  fourteeen  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum:  a stenographer,  at  a salary  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  a storekeeper,  who 
shall  be  a competent  bookkeeper,  at  a salary  of  four- 
teen hundred  dollars  per  annum;  an  assistant  store- 
keeper, at  a salary  of  ten  hundred  dollars  per  annum: 
a night  watchman  for  the  storeroom  and  department, 
at  a salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum.;  a 
messenger,  at  a salary  of  seven  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  per  annum;  an  assistant  messenger,  at  a salary 
of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

For  the  preservation  of  good  order  in  the  Capitol 
grounds  and  buildings,  a sergeant  of  police,  at  a salary 
of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  eighteen  police- 
men, at  a salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  each,  per 
annum,  and  five  night-watchmen,  at  a salary  of  nine 
hundred  dollars  each,  per  annum. 

For  the  care  of  the  conservatory  and  grounds,  a 
foreman,  who  shall  be  an  experienced  landscape- 
gardener  and  florist,  at  a salary  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  per  annum;  a florist,  at  a salary  of  ten  hundred 
dollars  per  annum;  two  assistant  florists,  at  a salary 
of  nine  hundred  dollars  each,  per  annum;  an  assistant 
foreman  of  Ihe  grounds,  at  a salary  of  ten  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  and  six  caretakers,  at  a salary  of 
seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  each,  per  annum. 

For  the  care,  maintenance,  and  preservation  of  the 
Capitol  buildings  and  furnishings,  a competent  fore- 
man of  carpenters,  at  a salary  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  per  annum;  three  expert  mechanics,  one  each 
to  take  care  of  the  marble,  the  painting,  and  the 
bronze  and  metal  furniture,  at  a salary  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars  each,  per  annum;  three  skilled  car- 
penters, at  a salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  each,  per 
annum;  a skilled  cabinetmaker,  at  a salary  of  nine 
hundred  dollars  per  annum;  a dock-repairman,  at  a 
salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum:  ten  com- 
petent elevator  operators,  at  a salary  of  nine  hundred 
dollars  each,  per  annum;  two  skilled  painters,  at  a 
salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  each,  per  annum;  a 
competent  upholsterer,  at  a salary  of  nine  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum ; two  competent  hardwood-floor  finish- 
ers at  a salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  each,  per  annum  ; 
two  foremen  of  charmen,  who  shall  have  the  powers 
of  the  Capitol  police  officers  delegated  upon  them,  at 
a salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  each,  per  annum; 
eighteen  charmen,  at  a salary  of  six  hundred  dollars 
each,  per  annum ; a chief  of  the  bureau  of  information, 
at  a salary  of  seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  per 
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annum ; six  guides,  at  a salary  of  six  hundred  dollars 
each,  per  annum;  two  matrons,  at  a salary  of  four 
hundred  dollars  each,  per  annum;  two  female  attend- 
ants for  the  public  toilets,  at  a salary  of  three  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars  each,  per  annum;  two  male  attend- 
ants for  the  public  toilets,  at  a salary  of  six  hundred 
dollars,  each,  per  annum. 

For  operating  the  mechanical  plant, — a skilled  and  Mechanical  plant, 
competent  chief  engineer,  at  a salary  of  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum ; a skilled  and  competent 
assistant  chief  engineer,  at  a salary  of  one  thousand 
six  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  a competent  night 
engineer  and  two  assistant  engineers,  at  a salary  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars  each,  per  annum;  six  firemen, 
at  a salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  each,  per  annum ; 
a skilled  electrician,  at  a salary  of  fourteen  hundred 
dollars  per  annum ; an  assistant  electrician,  at  a salary 
of  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  a wireman,  at  a 
salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum ; two  pump- 
runners,  at  a salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  each,  per 
annum ; a skilled  elevator  machinist,  at  a salary  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum  ; a helper  for  eleva- 
tor machinist,  at  a salary  of  seven  hundred  and 
twenty  iollars  per  annum;  a helper  for  engme-room. 
at  a salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum ; a prac- 
tical and  experienced  pulmber,  at  a salary  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars  per  annum;  a plumber-helper,  at  a 
salary  of  seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  per 
annum ; two  motor-tenders,  at  a salary  of  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty  dollars  each,  per  annum;  all  of  which 
employes  of  the  mechanical  plant  shall  be  under  the 
direct  control  and  supervision  of  the  chief  engineer. 

For  services  at  the  Executive  Mansion,— a butler,  Executive  Mansion, 
at  a salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum ; a house- 
man, at  a salary  of  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars 
per  annum;  a night-watchman,  at  a salary  of  seven 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars  per  annum;  one  house- 
maid, at  a salary  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum ; 
a laundress,  at  a salary  of  three  hundred  dollars  per 
annum ; a cook,  at  a salary  of  four  hundred  and  eighty 
dollars  per  annum;  a coachman,  at  a salary  of  nine 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  a stableman,  at  a 
salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

When  necessary,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Temporary  ern- 
Grounds  and  Buildings  is  hereby  authorized  and  em-  ployment- 
powered  to  temporarily  employ  all  necessary’  help  re- 
quired for  the  care,  maintenance,  and  preservation  of 
the  public  grounds  and  buildings:  Provided,  That 
such  help  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  Superintendent's 
general  fund. 

Section  4.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings  shall  have  immediate  charge 
of  the  Capitol  police,  and  all  other  persons  employed  capitoi  police.

by  the  State  directly  connected  with  the  care,  pre- 
servation, and  improvement  of  the  grounds  and 
buildings,  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  Slate 
connected  with  the  State  Capitol,  including  the  Ex- 
ecutive Mansion.  He  shall  exercise  special  care  in  the 
enforcement  of  good  order,  both  in  the  building's  and 
on  the  grounds,  and  shall  see  that  all  disorderly  per- 
sons are  excluded  from  the  premises  of  the  state 
Capitol;  and  in  the  discharge  of  said  duties  he  is 
hereby  empowered,  and  the  Capitol  police  and  the  two 
foremen  of  eharmen  are  hereby  empowered,  to  adopt 
whatever  means  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  the  property  of  the  State  and  the  en- 
forcement of  good  order  upon  the  premises  thereof; 
and  in  the  arrest,  detention,  and  disposition  of  out- 
laws or  disorderly  persons,  the  said  Superintendent 
and  his  police,  and  the  two  foremen  of  eharmen,  are 
hereby  given  the  same  powers  now  or  hereafter  ex- 
ercised, under  authority  of  law  or  ordinance,  of  the 
police  force  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg.  They  shall  also 
have  the  power  to  shoot  any  dogs  or  cats  wandering  at 
large  in  the  buildings  or  upon  the  grounds  connected 
with  the  State  Capitol,  unless  the  same  are  in  leash, 
or  under  the  complete  control  of  the  owner.  They  shall 
have  authority  to  arrest  those  who  damage,  mutilate, 
or  destroy  the  trees,  plants,  shrubbery,  and  turf, 
grass-plots,  benches,  buildings,  or  structures,  or  com- 
mit any  other  offense  within  the  Capitol  grounds  and 
buildings  and  the  Executive  Mansion;  and  carry  the 
offenders  before  the,  proper  magistrate  or  magistrates, 
and,  should  such  offenders  be  found  guilty  of  the 
offenses  charged,  they  shall  be  lined  by  said  magis- 
trate, for  each  separate  offense,  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars, and  stand  committed  until  the  same  be  paid. 
They  shall  have  authority  to  order  off  said  grounds 
and  out  of  said  buildings  all  vagrants,  loafers,  tres- 
passers, and  persons  under  the  influence  of  liquor, 
and,  if  necessary,  remove  them  by  force,  and,  in  case 
of  resistance,  carry  such  offenders  before  a magis- 
trate, as  above  provided. 

Section  5.  That  all  the  officers  and  employes  -ap- 
pointed under  Ihe  provisions  of  this  act  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  shall,  at 
all  times,  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  said  Super- 
intendent, and  disobedience  or  neglect  of  duty  shall 
be  sufficient  cause  for  dismissal.  They  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  such  detail  in  their  employment  as  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  Superintendent.  The  Capitol 
policemen  and  the  two  foremen  of  eharmen,  when  on 
duty,  shall  appear  in  the  regular  uniform  prescribed: 
Provided,  That  all  uniforms,  badges,  and  weapons 
that  may  be  used  by  them  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
State.  The  sergeant  of  police,  and  all  other  employes 
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who  have  the  powers  of  the  Capitol  police  delegated 
upon  them  by  this  act,  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties,  subscribe  to  the  usual  form 
of  oath  before  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
on  and  after  June  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seven. 

Section  7.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Public  Gronds  and  Buildings  to  rent  offices  and  rooms  out- 
side of  the  Capitol  buildings,  when  necessary  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  any  department,  board,  or  commission  of  the 
State  Government. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  whenever  any 
department,  board,  or  commission  of  the  State  Gov- 
ernment cannot  be  properly  and  adequately  accommo- 
dated with  offices  and  rooms  in  the  Capitol  buildings, 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Grounds  and 
Buildings  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  con- 
tract in  writing  for,  and  rent,  proper  and  adequate 
offices  or  rooms,  outside  of  the  said  Capitol  buildings, 
for  such  department,  board,  or  commission. 

Section  2.  In  all  cases  where  it  has  become,  or 
may  hereafter  become,  necessary,  for  the  proper  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  any  department,  board,  or 
commission,  to  occupy  offices  or  rooms,  excepting 
rooms  or  buildings  used  as  dispensaries  for  the  treat- 
ment of  indigent  tuberculous  persons,  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  State  Department  of  Health,  in  any 
city  or  places  other  than  where  the  Capitol  is  located, 
the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Pubilc  Grounds 
and  Buildings  may  contract  (and  all  such  contracts 
shall  be  made  in  writing)  for  the  rent  of  all  such 
offices,  rooms,  and  accomodations. 

Section  .‘5.  All  amounts  paid  for  the  rent  of  any 
offices,  rooms,  or  accomodations,  as  provided  in  this 
act,  shall  be  paid  out  of  an  appropriation  for  that 
purpose  in  the  General  Appropriation  bill,  made  to 
said  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Grounds  and 
Buildings. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  June  first,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven. 

Section  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  supplied  hereby 
or  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Relating  to  the  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings;  defining  the 
powers  of  the  Commissioners;  authorizing  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  section 
twelve,  Article  three  of  the  Constitution  relative  to  contracts 
for  stationery,  supplies,  fuel,  furniture,  furnishings,  distri- 
bution of  documents,  repairs,  alterations  or  improvements, 
and  other  matters  needed  by  the  Legislature,  the  several 
departments,  boards  and  commissions  of  the  State  govern- 
ment and  Executive  Mansion;  authorizing  the  appointment 
of  a Superintendent  and  defining  his  powers,  authority  and 
duties,  and  providing  for  the  appointment  of  subordinate 
officers  required  by  this  act  and  fixing  the  compensation 
of  the  same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &e.,  That  the  Governor, 
Auditor  General  and  State  Treasurer  shall  constitute 
a Board  to  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  and  who  shall  have 
entire  control  and  supervision  of  the  public  grounds 
and  buildings,  including  the  Executive  Mansion,  and 
all  the  repairs,  alterations  and  improvements  made  and 
all  work  done,  or  expenses  incurred  in  and  about  such 
grounds  and  buildings,  including  the  furnishing  and 
refurnishing  of  the  same,  and  are  authorized  to  enter 
into  contracts  for  stationery,  supplies,  furniture,  dis- 
tribution of  documents,  fuel,  repairs,  alterations  or  im- 
provements and  other  matters  needed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, the  several  departments,  boards  and  commissions 
of  the  State  Government  and  Executive  Mansion. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Build- 
ings shall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May  of  each  and 
every  year,  by  advertisement  inserted  daily,  until  the 
day  of  letting  of  contracts,  in  twelve  newspapers — not 
more  than  three  (3)  of  which  shall  be  printed  in  any 
one,  county — published  at  such  places  as  the  said  Board 
may  deem  proper,  invite  sealed  proposals  for  contracts 
to  furnish  all  stationery,  supplies  and  fuel  used  by  the 
Legislature,  the  several  departments,  boards  and  com- 
missions of  the  State  Government,  Executive  Mansion, 
and  for  distributing  the  laws,  journals,  department 
reports  and  other  matter,  and  for  repairing,  altering, 
improving,  furnishing  or  refurnishing,  and  all  other 
matters  or  things  required  for  the  public  grounds  and 
buildings,  Legislative  halls  and  rooms  connected  there- 
with, the  rooms  of  the  several  departments,  boards,  com- 
missions and  the  Executive  Mansion;  said  proposals 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and 
Buildings  on  or  before  twelve  o’clock,  Meridian,  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  June  following  the  date  of  advertise- 
ment, who  shall,  on  said  first  Tuesday  of  June,  at 
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twelve  o’clock,  meridian,  open  and  publish  said  pro- 
posals, and  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable  award  the 
contracts  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  on  each  of  the 
items  of  the  several  classifications  of  the  schedule,  and 
all  such  contracts  so  awarded  shall  severally  be  void, 
unless  first  approved  by  the  Governor,  Auditor  General 
and  State  Treasurer.  When  no  proposal  has  been 
received,  or  those  received  are  from  irresponsible  per- 
sons, the  Hoard  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  shall 
advertise  again  for  proposals,  giving  at  least  fifteen 
days'  notice  of  the  time  of  receiving  the  same,  and 
which  shall  be  opened,  awarded  and  approved  in  like 
manner  as  at  the  general  letting  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  June. 

Section  ■>.  That  no  proposal  for  any  contract  shall 
be  considered  or  accepted  unless  such  proposal  be  ac- 
companied by  a bond,  in  such  form  and  amount  as 
the  Hoard  of  Public  Grounds  and  Huildings  shall  direct, 
with  at  least  two  sureties,  or  one  surety  company; 
approved  by  a judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  county  in  which  the  person  or  persons  making  such 
proposal  may  reside,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  terms  of  the  contract,  in  the  event  the 
contractor  or  contractors  failing  to  fulfill  or  comply 
with  the  terms  of  the  contract  or  contracts,  said  con- 
tract or  contracts  shall  be  awarded  to  the  next  lowest 
responsible  bidder  or  bidders,  and  the  Hoard  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Huildings  shall  direct  the  Attorney 
General  to  bring  suit  against  the  failing  contractor  or 
contractors,  or  his  or  their  bondsmen,  to  recover  the 
loss  sustained  bv  the  Commonwealth  by  the  re-letting. 

Section  4.  That  all  contracts  awarded  and  approved 
under  this  act,  and  all  bonds  given  for  their  faithful 
performance,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Hoard  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings,  who  shall  keep  a record  of  the 
same,  and  who  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  the 
award,  certify  copies  of  all  said  contracts  to  the  Auditor 
General.  The  bonds  of  all  unsuccessful  bidders  shall 
-be  held  by  the  Hoard  of  Public  Grounds  and  Huildings 
for  a period  of  sixty  days  from  the  day  of  opening  the 
proposals,  after  which  time  they  shall  be  returned,  upon 
application,  to  the  parties  filing  them. 

Section  5.  That  the  enforcement  of  all  contracts 
provided  for  by  this  act  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
supervision  of  the  Hoard  of  Public  Grounds  and  Build- 
ings, and  for  that  purpose,  and  all  other  duties  pertain- 
ing to  said  Hoard,  they  shall  be  represented  by  an  ex- 
ecutive officer  to  be  known  as  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Grounds  and  Huildings,  and  the  Governor  shall, 
immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  appoint,  with 
the  advise  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  a Superintendent 
of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings.  The  term  of  office 
of  the  Superintendent  shall  be  four  years,  and  his 
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duties  shall  be  as  follows:  He  shall,  on  or  before  the 

first  day  of  April  in  each  year,  notify  the  heads  of  the 
several  departments,  and  of  the  State  boards  and 
commissions,  and  the  Chief  Clerks  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  respectively,  to  furnish  lists 
of  all  furniture  and  furnishings,  stationery,  supplies, 
repairs,  alterations  or  improvements,  fuel,  and  all  other 
matters  or  things  that  may  be  needed  by  their  respective 
departments,  boards,  commissions,  the  Senate  or 
House  of  Representatives  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  June  in  each  year,  and  also  to 
furnish  lists  of  the  public  documents  that  are  to  be 
shipped.  On  receipt  of  such  notice  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  heads  of  the  several  departments,  the  executive 
officers  of  the  several  State  Boards  and  commissions, 
and  the  Chief  Clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives to  make  out  detailed  lists  in  accordance 
therewith,  giving,  as  far  as  practicable,  a detailed 
description  of  what  is  needed ; similar  lists  shall  be 
prepared  by  the  Superintendent  for  the  needs  of  the 
public  grounds  and  buildings  and  Executive  Mansion. 
Upon  the  receipt  of  such  lists  the  Superintendent  shall 
consolidate  and  classify  the  articles  named  therein, 
under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  :he 
Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  taking  care 
that  there  shall  be  full  descriptions  given,  with  make 
and  number  of  goods  when  possible,  and  proper  maxi- 
mum prices  fixed,  and  whenever  deemed  necessary  by 
the  Board  he  shall  have  designed  and  specifications 
prepared  for  their  approval  of  any  furniture  or  furnish- 
ings, repairs,  alterations  and  improvements,  paying 
for  the  preparation  of  the  same  out  of  the  Board's 
general  fund,  and  shall  state  in  the  list  or  schedule  that 
the  work  or  articles  for  which  the  designs  and  speci- 
fications are  prepared  are  to  be  done  or  furnished  in 
acccordance  therewith,  and  that  the  designs  or  speci- 
fications will  be  found  in  his  office  for  inspection,  and 
copies  of  the  same  shall  be  furnished  to  the  successful 
bidders.  In  preparing  the  list  or  schedule  he  shall  in 
all  cases,  give  preference  to  goods  of  American  produc- 
tion  or  manufacture.  The  quantities  given  in  the 
lists  or  schedule  shall  be  the  estimated  maximum 
quantity  that  is  likely  to  be  required  during  the  year; 
but  the  lists  or  schedules  shall,  in  all  cases,  provide  that 
the  goods  shall  be  furnished  in  greater  or  less  quantity 
and  at  such  times  as  the  needs  of  the  department  et 
cetera,  shall  require.  The  lists  or  schedule  shall  also 
provide,  whenever  practicable,  a per  diem  penalty  or 
forfeiture  after  a stated  time,  for  the  failure  of  a con- 
tractor or  contractors  to  finish  or  furnish  the  work 
or  materials  contracted  for,  which  penalty  or  forfeit- 
ure shall  be  deducted  by  the  Auditor  General  from  the 
amount  of  the  contractor’s  bill  before  settlement  is 
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made,  when  so  directed  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings,  and  when  the  Superintendent 
has  so  prepared  the  lists  or  schedules  the  same  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Build- 
ings for  approval.  The  Board,  after  conferring  with 
the  heads  of  the  departments  and  other  persons  in 
authority,  shall  have  the  power  to  make  such  changes 
therein  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  and  when  the  same 
have  been  approved  and  signed  by  a majority  of  the 
Board,  it  shall  be  returned  to  the  Superintendent,  who 
shall  cause  it  to  be  printed  in  phamphlet  form  as  a 
schedule  of  stationery,  papers,  supplies,  fuel,  furniture, 
furnishings,  distribution  of  documents,  repairs,  altera- 
tions. improvements  and  other  matter  and  things  needed 
for  the  public  grounds  and  buildings,  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  the  several  State  departments, 
boards,  and  commissions  and  the  Executive  Mansion. 
Said  schedule  shall  state  that  bids  will  be  received  on 
one  or  more  of  the  items  of  any  classification  of  the 
schedule.  The  form  of  proposal  shall  be  given,  and 
all  other  information  which  the  Board  shall  consider 
necessary  for  the  bidder,  and  the  Board  of  Public- 
Grounds  and  Buildings,  as  heretofore  provided,  cause 
notice  of  the  schedule  so  printed  to  be  advertised. 
The  advertisement  shall,  as  briefly  as  practicable,  invite 
bids  for  the  furnishing  of  the  article  named  in  the 
schedule  and  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  where 
such  bids  will  be  received  and  when  they  will  be  opened. 
Such  bids  as  may  be  made,  together  with  a bond  in 
such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  bidders  proposition,  shall  be  enclosed 
in  envelopes  and  securely  sealed  and  shall  be  addressed 
to  and  to  be  mailed  or  delivered  to  the  Board  of  Public- 
Grounds  and  Buildings,  who  shall  retain  the  envelopes 
unopened  until  the  time  fixed  by  said  Board  for  the 
opening  thereof,  and  the  Board  shall  have  the  right  to 
reject  any  or  all  bids.  The  bids  so  received  and  opened 
shall  be  tabulated  and  be  subject  to  examination  by  all 
persons  submitting  bids,  and  a record  thereof  shall  be 
made  by  the  Superintendent  in  a book  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose. 

Section  (i.  The  Superintendent  shall  receive  from 
the  contractor  or  contractors  the  articles  mentioned 
in  the  schedule.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  reject  all 
articles  not  up  to  the  standard  required;  and  if  a con- 
tractor shall  fail  to  exchange  them  for  articles  that 
meet  the  requirements  prescribed,  the  Board  may  go 
into  the  open  market  and  purchase  articles  to  take  the 
place  of  those  adjudged  to  be  of  inferior  quality  and 
deduct  the  expense  from  the  amount  due  him  from  the 
Commonwealth ; or  if  the  amount  due  said  contractor 
be  not  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  articles  purchased,  the 
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Hoard  may  proceed  against  the  contractor,  or  his  sure- 
ties, under  the  bond  aforesaid,  by  proper  action  through 
the  Attorney  General’s  Department:  Provided,  That  in 
all  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  General  to 
withhold  from  the  contractor  the  warrant  for  one-fourth 
part  of  the  entire  contract  until  the  Superintendent 
shall  certify  that  the  contract  has  been  fully  complied 
with. 

Sectionn  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superinten- 
dent, when  the  articles  named  in  the  schedule  are  re- 
ceived from  the  contractors,  to  care  for  them  properly  in 
storage  rooms,  and  he  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
their  safe  keeping. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Build- 
ings shall  provide  suitable  storage  rooms  for  the  furni- 
ture, stationery  and  supplies  that  may  be  procured,  and 
shall  also  provide  proper  offices  for  the  Superintendent 
and  his  clerks,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  supplied 
with  suitable  furniture.  Whenever  the  heads  of  the 
departments,  the  executive  officers  of  the  State  boards 
and  commissions,  and  the  elieif  clerks  aforesaid,  shall 
require  any  portion  of  the  furniture,  stationery  or 
supplies  named  in  their  original  lists,  a requisition 
therefor  shall  be  made  upon  the  Superintendent,  who 
shall  cause  the  articles  to  be  delivered,  taking  proper 
receipt  therefor. 

Section  9.  The  Superintendent  shall  keep  a full 
and  complete  account  of  all  furniture,  furnishings, 
stationery,  supplies  or  fuel  delivered  to  the  several  de- 
partments, boards  and  commissions  and  chief  clerks 
aforesaid,  the  public  grounds  and  buildings  and  Execu- 
tive Mansion;  and  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  ending 
the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  he  shall  make,  a full  report  of 
the  same  to  the  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings. 
He  shall  also  with  such  report  submit  a full  and  com- 
plete inventory  of  all  articles  of  furniture,  stationery 
and  supplies  in  his  custody  at  the  end  of  said  fiscal 
year. 

Section  10.  Whenever  any  of  the  furnishings  in  the 
several  departments  the  offices  occupied  by  said  State 
boards  or  commissions,  or  in  the  Senate  Chamber  or 
House  of  Representatives,  or  in  the  public  grounds  and 
buildings,  or  the  Executive  Mansion,  shall  become  un- 
serviceable, such  furnishings  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
Superintendent,  who  shall  give  a proper  receipt  therefor, 
and  he  shall  make  a complete  record  of  such  articles; 
and  at  such  times  and  under  such  regulationns  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Graunds  and 
Buildings,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  exposed  at  public 
sale,  due  notice  of  the  sale  having  been  given  for  at 
least  two  weeks  in  two  of  the  newspapers  published  in 
the  city  of  Harrisburg,  and  due  notice  by  mail  to  the 
members  of  the  General  Assembly.  He  shall  also  make 
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a complete  itemized  statement  showing  the  sales  aud 
the  amount  received  for  each  article  or  class  of  articles 
sold,  and  the  total  amount  received,  which  statement 
shall  he  tiled  with  the  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and 
Buildings  and  the  money  received  shall  be  turned  into 
the  State  treasury  and  a receipt  taken  thereof. 

Section  11.  All  hills  on  account  of  contracts  entered 
into  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  examined 
by  the  Superintendent;  and  if  found  correct,  lie  shall 
certify  that  the  materials  have  been  furnished  or  that 
the  work  *ur  labor  has  been  performed  in  accordance 
with  1 lie  contract,  and  after  having  been  so  certified  to 
by  him  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings  for  llieir  examination  and 
approval,  and  when  so  approved  shall  be  paid  by  war- 
rant drawn  by  the  Auditor  General  on  the  State- 
Treasurer  in  the  usual  form. 

Section  1 -.  The  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Build- 
ings shall  appoint  a competent  book-keeper  at  a salary 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  a night 
watchman  at  a salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  per 
annum. 

Section  13.  That  the  Superintendent  so  appointed 
shall  have  immediate  charge  of  the  Capitol  police  and 
all  oilier  persons  employed  by  the  State  directly  con- 
nected with  the  care,  preservation  and  improvement  of 
the  grounds  and  buildings  and  other  property  belong- 
ing to  the  State  connected  with  the  State  Capitol.  lie 
shall  exercise  special  care  in  the  enforcement  of  good 
order,  both  in  the  buildings  and  on  the  grounds,  and 
shall  see  that  all  disorderly  persons  are  excluded  from 
the  premises  of  the  State  Capitol;  and  in  the  discharge 
of  such  duties  lie  is  hereby  empowered,  and  the  Capitol 
police  under  his  control  are  hereby  empowered,  to  adopt 
whatever  means  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  property  of  the  State  and  the  enforce- 
ment of  good  order  upon  the  premises  thereof;  and  in 
ihe  a i res  , detention  and  disposition  of  outlaws  or  dis- 
orderly persons  the  said  Superintendent  and  his  police 
ai  e hereby  given  the  same  powers  now  or  hereafter 
-'xercised  under  the  authority  of  law  or  ordinance  by 
the  police  force  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg. 

Section  14.  That  the  Capitol  police  force,  which 
shall  consist  of  six  men  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  designated  as  sergeant,  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to 
llie  orders  of  the  Superintendent,  and  disobedience  or 
neglect  of  duty  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  dismissal  by 
the  authority  through  which  they  shall  have  been  ap- 
pointed. They  shall  be  subject  to  such  detail  or  dis- 
position in  their  employment  as  may  be  determined 
upon  by  the  Superintendent,  and  when  on  duty  they 
shall  appear  in  the  regulation  uniform  prescribed: 
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Provided,  That  all  uniforms,  badges  and  weapons  that 
may  be  used  as  aforesaid  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
State  under  such  restrictions  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings.  The  ser- 
geant shall  receive  ten  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and 
the  other  five  members,  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum 
each,  which  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  pay- 
ment is  made  to  other  employes  of  the  State  govern- 
ment. In  addition  to  the  Capitol  police  to  be  ap- 
pointed as  aforesaid,  the  Board  shall  also  appoint  one 
gardner  at  a salary  of  ten  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
one  assistant  gardner  at  nine  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  one  mechanic  at  nine  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  two  elevator  men,  one  for  the  Capitol  and  one 
for  the  Executive  buildings,  at  nine  hundred  dollars 
each  per  annum. 

Section  15.  The  Superintendent  and  police  force 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall 
subscribe  to  the  usual  form  of  oath  before  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  Superintendent  shall 
give  a bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars, 
with  two  or  more  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Gover- 
nor of  the  Commonwealth,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  hereinbefore  prescribed.  He 
shall  receive  as  compensation  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  the  manner  now  provided 
for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  other  State  depart- 
ment officers. 

Section  1(5.  That  for  the  purpose  of  making  purchase 
of  any  article  of  furniture,  furnishings,  stationery,  sup- 
plies, fuel  or  an3r  other  matters  or  things,  and  for  the 
payment  of  any  repairs,  alterations  or  improvements, 
the  want  of  which  may  not  have  been  anticipated  at  the 
time  of  the  issue  of  the  annual  schedule,  and  which  do 
not  appear  in  the  same,  and  for  which  requisition  is 
made  on  the  Superintendent,  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  here- 
by annually  appropriated,  'which  amount  rshall  be 
known  as  the  Board's  general  fund:  Provided,  That  no 

expenditure  of  said  amount  shall  be  made  by  the 
Superintendent  without  first  receiving  authority  from 
the  Board  so  to  do.  Provided  also,  That  from  this  fund 
shall  be  paid  any  bill  for  designs  or  specifications 
ordered  by  the  Board. 

Section  17.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  interfere  with  (lie  contracts  for  State  print- 
ing and  binding,  or  supplies  for  the  State  printing,  or 
for  the  Legislative  Record  or  Record  wrappers. 

Section  IS.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  here- 
by repealed.

AN  ACT 

Authorizing  and  requiring  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  to  employ  capable  superinten- 
dents of  construction  under  whose  personal  supervision  all 
legislative  appropriations  for  State,  charitable  and  other 
State  institutions  shall  be  expended,  defining  his  duties  as 
superintendent,  his  obligations  to  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  manner  of  deter- 
mining his  salary,  and  provision  for  payment  of  same. 

Section  1.  lie  it  enacted,  <&c.,  That  it  shall  he  the 
duty  of  the  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  in 
connection  with  the  expenditure  of  each  and  every 
fund  appropriated  by  legislative  act  for  the  building 
of  State  institutions,  to  employ  for  each  separate  con- 
struction a capable  Superintendent  of  Construction 
under  whose  personal  supervision  such  funds  shall  be 
expended. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Construction,  in  case  of  the  erection  of  new 
buildings  and  in  case  of  repairs  or  additions  being  made 
to  present  buildings,  to  give  his  time  and  personal 
supervision  to  the  work  under  process  of  construction, 
in  order  that  the  State  shall  receive  full  value  for  the 
amount  of  the  expenditure  to  be  so  made. 

In  case  of  Ihe  erection  of  new  buildings  and  repairs 
and  additions  being  made  to  present  buildings,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Construction  to 
see  that  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  architect 
prepared  and  adopted  for  such  new  buildings,  ad- 
ditions and  repairs  shall  be  faithfully  carried  out  by  the 
contractor  for  the  work.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Construction  to  define,  deter- 
mine and  decide  all  questions  of  the  proper  interpreta- 
tion of  the  plans  and  specifications  which  may  be  raised 
by  the  contractor  or  architect  during  the  progress  of  the 
-work. 

The  Superintendent  of  Construction  shall  be  the 
direct  representative  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible to  and  be  required  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said 
board,  as  to  the  progress  of  and  condition  of  the  work 
under  his  charge. 

The  Superintendent  of  Construction  shall  be  paid 
a per  diem  salary  out  of  the  fund  appropriated  for  the 
improvement  which  he  is  to  supervise  in  like  manner  as 
superintendents  are  now  paid  out  of  the  said  fund  by 
the  architect  or  trustees  of  the  institution  so  bene- 
fited.

The  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Construction,  together  with  the  term  of 
his  office  shall  he  determined  by  the  Board  of  Coinmis- 
ioners  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Construction  shall  be  required  to 
give  a bond  to  the  State  in  such  amount  as  the  said 
Board  of  Commissioners  shall  deem  to  be  sufficient 
security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed.
